Introductions 

In  his  preface  to  A  Collection  of  Yearly  Bills  of  Mortality  from  1657  to  17gS 
Inclusive  (Halkett  and  Laing^  London^  1759)  Doctor  William  Heberden  wrote  ^A  reg¬ 
ister  of  births^  diseases p  and  deaths  among  any  considerable  number  of  people  will 
easily  afford  much  useful  information  to  philosophers  in  general,  as  well  as  to  the 
statesmen  and  physicians  of  the  particular  country  in  "vdiich  it  is  kepto*^  The  de¬ 
velopment  of  a  satisfactory  *^register**  for  births  and  deaths  in  the  United  States 
is  now  just  coming  to  pass©  A  **register**  of  diseases  is  still  practically  non¬ 
existent  for  all  except  a  very  few  diseases©  The  evolution  of  recording  personal 
data  and  using  them  for  social  progress  has  been  amazingly  slow©  Listing  the  male 
line  of  the  family  tree  has  been  done  for  generations,  censuses  of  military-age 
males  have  been  common  throughout  recorded  history,  but  recording  for  social  uses 
has  been  very  infrequent©  The  form  of  government  of  a  country  greatly  affected 
both  the  quality  and  the  quantity  of  the  records  maintained© 

In  the  standard  reference  sources  and  in  the  laws  are  found  many  allusions  to 
the  development  of  the  field  of  vital  statistics,  both  as  a  legal  \init  of  govern¬ 
ment  and  as  an  adjunct  to  social  development  in  the  large©  The  reader  will  find 
both  Raymond  Pearl^s  Medical  Biometry  and  Statistics  (any  edition)  and  the  Work 
Projects  Administration's  Guide  to  Public  Vital  Statistics  Records  in  Missouri  (pub¬ 
lished  in  1941)  very  helpftil  references© 

As  demography  and  public  health  began  to  emerge  from  the  chaos  of  the  Middle 
Ages  into  recognized  fields  of  activity,  vital  records  began  to  assume  new  import¬ 
ance©  Personal  particulars  became  one  source  of  data  for  demography;  causes  of 
death  became  one  source  of  data  for  public  health©  The  necessary  interaction  of 
these  two  fields  in  turn  acted  on  the  record  gathering  process©  Thus  began  the 
three-part  program  now  operating  in  a  typical  health  department  -  registration, 
tabulation  and  analysis©  These  three  activities  are  so  interwoven  that  unless  each 
supports  the  other,  the  whole  program  fails©  The  proper  interpretation  of  a  vital 
statistics  report  and  the  proper  legal  weight  to  assign  to  a  vital  record  are  both 
dependent  on  how  effective  is  the  interlocking  of  these  three  parts© 

The  Missouri  live  birth  certificate  with  its  thirty-one  items  provides  an  ex¬ 
ample  of  how  the  interlocking  is  effected©  The  answers  to  those  questions  that^ 
relate  to  date  and  place  of  birth,  parentage,  order  of  birth,  and  the  date  of  fil¬ 
ing  of  the  record  relative  to  the  date  of  birth  are  primarily  of  legal  value©  The 
data  on  residence,  ages  of  parents,  their  colors  and  birthplaces  are  primarily  of

Tables  relating  to  marriage  and  divorce  are  taken  from  reports  made  monthly 
by  the  recorders  of  deeds  and  circxiit  clerks  of  the  several  coTintieSo  Because  of  a 
few  deficiencies  in  the  lawp  about  20  counties  are  not  reportings  In  the  aggregate, 
the  loss  probably  does  not  exceed  15^  of  the  total  for  either  marriages  or  divorces. 
Central  registration  of  these  events  was  begun  in  Misso\iri  in  July  194S©  There  are 
still  several  states  that  do  not  have  central  reporting©  In  addition  to  supplying 
a  central  registry  for  legal  needs,  marriage  and  divorce  reports  are  being  more  and 
more  frequently  used  by  domestic  relations  coipisellors,  sociologists,  and  jurists 
as  aids  in  studying  comm\inity  life  and  family  problems  © 

General  Administrations 

To  carry  out  the  operations  of  the  Bureau,  two  large  sections  with  a  tot^  of 
five  units  have  been  created©  Registration  of  original  records,  their  certifica¬ 
tion  to  the  public  on  request  and  their  amendments  through  adoption,  legitimation 
or  other  legal  process  constitute  the  three  units  in  the  records  section.  Tabula¬ 
tion  and  analysis  are  the  two  \inits  in  the  statistical  services  section.  The  fees 
received  for  certified  copies  are  deposited  to  the  general  f\md  of  the  state  and 
are  available  only  on  legislative  appropriation©  The  fees  collected  cover  about 
one-third  of  the  total  expense  charged  directly  to  the  Bureau  each  year©  There  were 
28  employees  in  the  records  section  and  8  in  the  statistical  seirvices  section  in 
1954  o 


In  addition  to  the  current  registrations  covered  in  more  detail  below,  there 
were  filed  25,000  delayed  birth  certificates  for  persons  past  their  twelfth  birth¬ 
day,  and  9,000  amendments  resulting  from  adoption  or  legitimation  or  because  of 
erroneous  records.  Over  200,000  file  searches  were  made  for  certification  and  vei*- 
ification  of  records©  Half  of  these  resulted  in  the  full  certified  photostatic 
copy  of  the  record  requested©  About  100,000  notices  were  sent  to  mothers  of  new¬ 
born  children  informing  them  that  the  child^s  record  was  filed  and  soliciting  cor¬ 
rections  if  the  accompanying  photocopy  was  not  in  order©  Thousands  of  the  notices 
were  returned  unclaimed  because  of  someone ^s  carelessness  irj  obtaining  the  proper 
address  of  the  mother  when  the  record  was  prepared©  Change  in  ages  of  the  parents 
and  addition  of  the  child^s  name  were  the  most  frequent  amendments© 

Demands  for  certified  copies  of  death  certificates  have  almost  doubled  during 
the  past  five  years©  The  large  number  of  insurance  policies  and  the  large  number 
of  maturing  government  bonds  have  required  legal  proof  of  death©  This  demand  has 
helped  greatly  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  records  and  the  promptness  in  filing© 
However,  care  and  detail  in  medical  certifications  have  not  kept  pace  with  the  other 
improvements©  Part  of  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  medical  records  are  divided  be¬ 
tween  the  physician  and  the  hospital  and  part  of  it  is  due  to  the  legal  necessity 
for  a  prompt  certification  of  the  cause  after  the  death©  The  only  satisfactory 
solution  is  the  separation  of  the  death  report  into  two  documents s  (l)  Personal 
particulars  about  the  deceased  and  an  attendant's  statement  as  to  whether  the  death 
was  or  was  not  due  to  natural  causes©  (2)  A  separate  detailed  report  filed  at  a. 
later  date  on  the  cause  as  gleaned  from  hospital,  physician »s  and  coroner^s  records 
and  from  autopsy  reports©  This  separation  should  cause  but  little  legal  inconveni¬

Live  Births: 

In  Missouri,  live  births  have  apparently  f  ®^Th^  I^°^oS  Sifom^ 

1900  to  reach  a  Jeak  of  over  100,000  at  or  near  that  year.  Then  an  almost 
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steep  decline  began.  This  decline  not  only  reflected  the  international  trend,  but 
it  also  reflected  the  heavy  emigration  of  people  of  childbearing  ages.  By 
they  had  dropped  to  the  reported  nxmber  of  55,916,  which  was  probably  about  87%  of 
the  ti*ue  number  of  live  births  that  occurred  in  the  state.  Since  1936,  trend 
upward  has  been  rather  erratic,  reaching  a  temporary  high  of  92,369  certificates 
filed  in  1947,  Fluctuations  since  1942  have  reflected  the  unstable  social  and  mili¬ 
tary  status  of  the  childbearing  population.  In  1954,  there  were  filed  97,278  live 
birth  certificates,  covering  probably  98%  of  all  live  births  in  the  state  for  the 
year. 

Because  of  the  tendency  for  a  large  number  of  families  to  have  the  third  and 
fovirth  child  during  the  past  few  years,  the  number  of  births  has  exceeded  what 
would  normally  have  occurred  if  the  pattern  from  1930  to  1945  had  prevailed.  The 
relatively  few  persons  born  during  the  depression  are  now  having  children  and  many 
of  the  older  persons  are  rapidly  completing  their  families.  Consequently,  a  rapid 
decline  in  the  number  of  births  may  occur  in  Missouri  during  the  next  few  years. 

In  any  study  involving  live  birth  data,  the  user  must  distinguish  sharply  be¬ 
tween  births  to  residents  of  Missouri  and  births  occurring  in  Missouri.  Since 
several  large  hospitals  are  close  to  the  state  line ,  movement  across  it  is  consider¬ 
able,  In  1954,  over  6,000  out-of-state  mothers  came  to  Missouri  to  have  children, 
including  3,000  from  Kansas  and  2,000  from  Illinois.  During  the  same  period,  2,500 
Missouri  mothers  vrent  elsewhere,  including  1,300  to  Kansas,  300  to  Illinois,  and 
200  to  Iowa,  The  resident  live  births  for  1954  were  93,453 • 

Stillbirths ; 

Although  reporting  of  stillborn  children  (fetal  deaths)  has  long  been  re¬ 
quired  by  law,  evidence  points  to  the  fact  that  only  about  half  are  reported,  the 
greatest  deficiency  being  in  the  rural  areas.  With  increasing  emphasis  being 
placed  on  the  perinatal  period,  completeness  and  accuracy  of  fetal  death  reporting 
is  becoming  more  important  than  ever  before,  (The  perinatal  period  is  usually  con¬ 
sidered  to  cover  from  the  28th  week  of  pregnancy  to  the  28th  day  of  life).  In 
1954,  over  3,000  certificates  were  filed  in  Missouri  for  this  period.  At  least  500 
more  should  have  been  filed.  Many  of  the  losses,  as  represented  by  these  certifi¬ 
cates,  might  have  been  prevented  if  adequate  knowledge  of  the  size  of  the  problem 
and  the  causes  of  death  was  available.  Everyone  connected  with  vital  records  reg¬ 
istration  and  management  has  an  obligation  to  strengthen  this  weakest  link  in  the 
entire  registration  chain. 

Infant  Deaths; 

For  many  years,  the  infant  death  rate  has  been  considered  a  sensitive  index  of 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  an  area.  Three  out  of  every  five  deaths  under  one  year 
of  age  now  occur  during  the  first  week,  so  most  of  the  value  of  such  an  index  is 
lost.  The  infant  death  rate  is  now  composed  largely  of  deaths  due  to  causes  asso¬ 
ciated  with  prenatal  and  delivery  conditions. 

In  the  period  1913  to  1954,  the  annual  number  of  recorded  infant  deaths  has 
dropped  from  7,120  to  2,578,  This  represents  a  drop  in  the  rate  from  94.6  per  1,000 
live  births  to  26,5,  Most  of  this  decline  has  been  in  the  age  group  "from  one  month 
to  one  year,”  Exactly  50%  of  the  infant  deaths  in  1913  were  in  this  group,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  28%  in  1954,  The  relatively  small  decline  in  reported  deaths  from 
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congenital  malformations  and  diseases  associated  vd.th  early  infancy  is  partly  due 
to  improved  reporting  of  deaths  under  one  month,  particularly  under  one  week. 

Further  improvement  in  reporting  deaths  under  one  day  of  age  is  still  needed. 

The  failure  to  take  advantage  of  available  measures  for  preventing  several 
communicable  diseases  of  early  childhood  still  causes  several  deaths.  There  were 
5A-  deaths  of  infants  from  these  diseases.  Whooping  co\igh  still  led  the  list  with 
10  deaths.  There  were  only  forir  whooping  cough  deaths  for  all  the  other  ages. 

The  ill-defined  and  vdiolly  unsatisfactory  term  ’’premature  birth”  occurred  as 
the  only  statement  on  over  500  death  certificates  in  1954 •  This  indicates  that  for 
one  infant  death  out  of  each  five  in  this  state  no  usuable  medical  information  was 

provided.  ’’Prematurity”  refers  to  the  age  of  the  child  rather  than  to  a  disease 

entity.  Before  losses  at  these  early  ages  can  be  significantly  reduced,  the  causes 
of  the  premature  birth  must  be  reported,  and  reported  accurately.  The  Infant  Mor¬ 
tality  Study  in  Greater  St.  Louis  made  in  1953  by  a  joint  committee  of  three  medical 
groups  shows  that  the  cause  of  death  reported  for  the  legal  record  is . often  much 
less  complete  (and  even  entirely  different)  than  what  the  same  physician  places  in 
the  hospital  record  or  in  his  office  files.  As  noted  in  an  earlier  paragraph,  the 
chief  cause  of  this  situation  is  the  present  legal  requirement  of  filing  a  death 
certificate  too  soon  after  the  death  to  permit  the  physician’s  record  to  be  com¬ 
pleted. 

Maternal  Deaths; 

The  concentration  of  efforts  on  a  single  group  of  diseases  and  the  excellent 
results  obtainable  are  well  demonstrated  by  the  decline  in  maternal  mortality.  The 
nximber  of  deaths  reported  .as  being  due  to  causes  incident  to  the  pueirperal  state 
has  dropped  from  5S4  in  1913  to  70  in  1950  to  46  in  1954.  This  represents  a  decline 
from  94  per  10,000  live  births  to  8,2  in  1950  to  4.9  in  1954.  Many  maternal  mortal¬ 
ity  committees  have  been  actively  engaged  in  studying  these  deaths.  Midwife  instruc¬ 
tion  has  been  intensified  in  southeastern  Missouri  where  most  of  the  midwife  de¬ 
liveries  occur, 

A  five-year  simimary  by  place  of  occurrence  for  1949  to  1953  showed  342  maternal 
deaths  associated  with  455*335  live  births  in  the  state,  or  a  ratio  of  7.5  per  10,000. 
The  state  was  divided  into  four  large  areas:  ”Southeast”,  covering  8  counties  in  the 
extreme  southeastern  comer;  ’’Ozark  upland”,  covering  the  hilly  country  south  of  the 
Missouri  River;  ’’Plains”,  covering  the  flat  lands  in  the  western  and  northern  parts 
of  the  state;  and  ’’Urban”,  covering  the  four  largest  cities,  St,  Louis  County  and 
Joplin.

The  44»404  deaths  reported  in  1954  showed  a  slight  decrease  under  1952  and 
1953 o  The  death  rate  each  year  has  seldom  varied  very  much  from  11  per  1,000  popu¬ 
lation  for  the  last  35  years o  Missouri  now  has  one  of  the  highest  death  rates  in 
the  United  States,  largely  due  to  its  older  population » 

Deaths  by  Cause; 

The  age  distribution  of  the  population  and  the  nature  of  its  environment 
greatly  influence  the  causes  of  death  and  their  relative  frequency.  For  example, 
cancer  has  risen  in  a  few  decades  from  a  comparatively  Infrequent  death  cause  to 
the  second  most  frequent.  In  contrast,  Asiatic  cholera  and  yellow  fever  no  longer 
are  reported  in  Missouri,  yet  at  various  times  in  the  past  these  took  tums  in 
ravaging  the  state  with  mortality  rates  exceedingly  high  by  present-day  standards. 

After  a  child  has  passed  the  age  of  one  month,  accidents  are  the  chief  threat 
to  his  life  until  he  passes  middle  age.  Communicable  diseases  and  respiratory  dis¬ 
eases  are  next.  From  about  age  35*  accidents  are  replaced  by  heart  disease  and  can¬ 
cer.  Tuberciilosis  becomes  of  considerable  importance  between  35  and  54  years.  Although 
far  behind  geriatric  conditions,  accidents,  particularly  falls,  become  important 
again  among  the  aged.  The  leading  causes  of  death  -  heart  disease,  cancer  intra¬ 
cranial  vascular  lesions,  accidents,  etc.,  in  this  order  -  give  a  clear  indication 
of  how  age  affects  cause. 

Classification  of  Diseases; 

As  the  World  Health  Organization  indicates  in  its  Manual  of  the  International 
Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases.  In.luries  and  Causes  of  Death  (Vol.  I.  Geneva. 
1948),  the  purpose  of  a  statistical  classification  is  often  confused  with  that  of  a 
medical  nomenclature.  A  statistical  compilation  is  intended  to  supply  information 
on  groups  of  cases?  a  nomenclature  to  supply  an  approved  list  of  names  for  recording 
pat.hQlogi®a^j.landi'«iinical  observations.  The  problem  of  statistical  classification 
is  to  select  a  limited  nximber  of  categories  encompassing  the  entire  range  of  approved 
medical  terms  compatible  with  the  demands  of  research.  The  necessary  compromises  have 
led  to  decennial  revisions  as  medicine  has  advanced,  the  1948  edition  being  the  sixtii. 
For  the  first  time,  an  attempt  has  been  made  to  include  a  nonfatal  disease  and  injury 
list.  The  present  List  is  centered  on  the  public-health  objective  of  prevention  of 
disease  or  injury. 
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Simultaneously  with  the  adoption  of  the  sixth  revision  in  1949#  the  arbitrary 
statistical  assignment  of  a  cause  from  a  joint— cause  manual  was  abolished.  The 
nosologist  now  selects  the  xmderlying  cause  according  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
physician  lists  the  causes  on  the  death  certificate#  provided  that  he  has  used  the 
standard  nomenclature  for  his  profession  and  has  listed  the  causes  in  proper  medical 
sequence.  The  proper  listing  is  the  immediate  cause  followed  in  order  with  ante¬ 
cedent  causes  until  the  true  underlying  cause  is  reached.  The  Tinderlying  cause  is 
defined  in  the  sixth  revision  as  being  the  disease  that  started  the  train  of  morbid 
events,  or  the  circumstance  that  produced  the  fatality,  if  an  injury  is  involved. 

If  the  physician  believes  another  disease  or  condition  has  played  an  important  role, 
he  lists  this  also  in  the  special  place  provided.  A  properly  certified  record  will 
now  more  nearly  reflect  the  physician '^s  diagnosis.  (For  further  elaboration,  the 
reader  is  referred  to  ’’Medical  Aspects  of  Death  Reports,”  Southern  Medical  Journal. 
September,  1955.) 

In  many  cases,  the  physician  has  considerable  difficulty  in  conscientiously 
applying  these  principles  because  the  patient  has  several  chronic  ailments  that 
collectively  led  to  his  death.  In  only  a  few  places  in  the  present  List  are  there 
provided  ways  to  combine  these  into  one  code  niimber.  Tabulation  of  more  such  com¬ 
binations  is  needed. 

Marriage  and  Divorce; 

Although  family  formation  and  dissolution  except  thro\igh  death  have  long  been 
regulated  by  law,  amazingly  little  information  has  been  accumulated  on  the  charac¬ 
teristics  of  those  involved.  Age  at  marr'iage  or  divorce,  frequency  of  remarriage, 
the  marriage  and  divorce  rate  of  the  general  population  are  all  important  social 
matters  that  must  be  analyzed  in  connection  with  a  mental  health  program.  These 
factors  affect  family  size,  so  they  also  exert  pressure  on  other  public  health  pro¬ 
grams. 

The  median  age  at  marriage  in  1954  was  25  years  for  the  groom  and  22  years 
for  the  bride.  Of  the  33,520  marriages  repoi'ted,  23,151  of  the  grooms  and  22,712 
of  the  brides  stated  they  were  single;  for  20,063  of  these,  both  stated  they  were 
single.  These  figures  are  probably  inflated  because  of  the  tendency  to  consider 
divorced  and  widowed  as  (legally)  single  in  completing  this  item.  Of  the  11,705 
divorces  that  were  reported  in  1954,  6,664  involved  no  minor  children.  However, 
8,666  children  were  affected  by  the  4,807  divorces.  There  were  234  reports  that 
gave  no  information  on  nximber  of  children  affected.  The  median  age  at  divorce  for 
the  husband  was  35  years,  and  for  the  wife,  32  years.  Since  many  couples  are 
separated  for  quite  some  time  before  the  divorce  action,  the  median  age  tends  to 
overstate  the  true  age  at  which  the  union  actually  dissolved. 

Other  Activities; 

Many  special  tabulations,  talks  and  consultations  are  made  annually  by  the 
Bureau  of  Vital  Statistics  staff.  These  cover  many  subjects  other  than  the  routine 
fields  mentioned  above.  Population  analyses  for  communicable  disease  programs, 
especially  poliomyelitis,  venereal  disease,  and  tuberculosis,  criticail  evaluations 
of  vital  data  for  coxinty  program  planning,  tabvilations  of  reports  of  einimal  diseases 
transmissible  to  man,  tabulations  of  mental  health  clinic  data,  tabulations  of  heart 
and  circulatory  diseases  by  county,  and  of  cancer  by  site,  sex  and  color  are  a  few 
of  the  larger  projects.  Talks  on  legal  and  administrative  problems  in  registration 
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are  made  to  professional  groups  of  all  kinds.  Assistance  to  public  and  private 
groups  studying  social  and  other  problems  is  rather  frequent.  The  Bureau  is  the 
primary  source  in  Missoxiri  for  several  classes  of  data  needed  for  research  and  plan¬ 
ning  by  university  groups  and  public  bodies  of  all  kinds.  If  a  minor  legal  barrier 
is  removed,  the  Bureau  can  provide  still  more  data  to  these  groups. 

Needs ; 

With  the  trends  towards  safety,  mental  health,  and  geriatric  programs,  the 
total  health  program  is  broadening.  With  this  e^qsansion,  several  new  needs  have 
arisen  and  several  old  needs  have  become  more  acute,  A  few  of  the  more  acute  needs 
follow: 

1.  More  intensive  training  of  statisticieins  in  public  health  administration 
and  demographic  techniques. 

2.  More  emphasis  on  securing  accurate  and  complete  basic  data  for  several 
Established  programs.  As  noted  above,  a  weak  marriage  and  divorce  report¬ 
ing  law  is  hindering  the  collection  of  badly  needed  information  in  this 
field.  Also  noted  previously  are  the  incompleteness  of  reporting  still¬ 
births  (fetal  deaths)  and  the  inadequacy  of  the  cause -of -death  statements 
on  fetal  death  and  infant  death  certificates, 

3.  Geriatric  problems  will  demand  an  expansion  of  tabulations  of  multiple 
causes  of  death  among  the  aged, 

4.  Greater  use  of  survey  and  sampling  techniques  as  needed  to  provide  basic 
information  for  such  large  scale  programs  as  accident  prevention, 

5.  Most  impoi*tant  of  all,  there  is  needed  a  state  census  for  each  year  end¬ 

ing  in  "5**,  A  base  line  between  Federal  censuses  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  effiqient  program  planning  and  execution  for  any  activity  (govern¬ 
ment  or  business)  in  vrtiich  a  Missouri  citizen  may  engage.  Frequent  gather¬ 
ing  of  fundamental  facts  about  people  is  demanded  by  this  "Jet-propelled 
atomic  age."
